Capt. Calkins Led Admiral Dewey’s 
Fleet into Manila Bay.

BERKELEY, Dec. 20.—Capt. Car- 
los Gilman Calkins, U.S.N., retired, 


died at his home here today. He 
was 66 years old and had been suf- 
fering for the last two years from 
the malady that caused his death.

Olympia he led the fleet into Manila 
Bay on the night of April 13, 1898, 
and was in charge of the subsequent 
naval operations that led to the 
taking of Manila by Admiral Dewey, 
who mentioned his navigating officer 
especially in his official report.

16. 1850, and was graduated from 
Annapolis in 1871.

VISALIA, Dec. 20.—At the con- 
clusion of a mass meeting of or- 
chard owners, which was held here 
this afternoon, the Board of Super- 
visors voted ynanimously against 
granting a petition signed by a fac- 
tion of growers, asking that the 
county orange standardization law 
be repealed. 

The present regulations are that 
oranges must conform to the eight- 
to-one Federal test before packing. 
R. H. Shoemaker, C. K. Towt and 
other Lindsay Frowers spoke in 
favor of the repeal, and J. A. Milli- 
gan and Hobart Webster of Porter- 
ville argued for the present law. 

A letter was read from W. H. 
Stewart, president of the Stewart 
Fruit Company in Los Angeles, in

EL CENTRO, Dec, 20.—Mrs. Ger- 
trude Lytle testified today that she 
retired with her husband, B. C.

- | gist, was first attacked with acid in 


his room at the Armstrong home, a 
short distance away. 

Mrs. Lytle was called by counsel 
for the defense in an effort to es- 
tablish an alibi for Mr. Lytle, former 
employee of Mr. Potts, on trial here 
on the charge of twice assaulting 
the once handsome druggist with 
acid. Mrs. Lytle was absent from 
Holtville at the time of the second 
attack on Mr. Potts, June 12, 1915. 
Both attacks were made while the 
druggist lay asleep in the home of 
J. E. Armstrong, his uncle. 

The account of the commotion 
caused by the midnight attack on 
Mr. Potzs was related by Mrs. Lytle 
in a firm, straightforward manner. 
She testified that she was awakened 
by screams and éalls for help and in 
turn awoke her husband, who turned 
on a light.

From the 
progress made today it is expected 
the defense will be able to complete 
its case tomorrow and counsel will 
be ready for argument to the jury. 
Tomorrow is expected to be inter- 
esting, as it was announced by his 
counsel that Mr. Lytle will go on the 
stand and tell his complete story 
to the jury.

John E. Davis, El Centro druggist, 
testified today that he was refused 
permission by the Sheriff to examine 
a bottle found near the scene of the 
first attack on Mr. Potts, declaring 
that he saw the bottle, however, and 
that there was only enough acid to 
give an odor and not enough to 
make a fair test of. It is charged 
that nitric acid was used in the 
saultse upon Mr. Potts. 
Another uncanny feature in the 
acid-throwing case was described by 
both Detective David J. Matiock of 
Los Angeles and A. W. Malone, a 
drug clerk in Mr. Potts’s employ 
last spring. They testified that they

HELMS'S LIBEL 
CASE DELAYED. 


Missing School Teachers are 
Out of Jurisdiction, 
to Being Cartooned. 


Then Superintendent Thought 
it Would Hurt Them. 


Proceedings in the criminal libel 
action against Dana Sleeth, editor of 
the Record, came to an abrupt 
standstill yesterday. A court officer 
informed Police Justice White he 
had been unable to serve the war- 
rants for the arrest of three public 
school teachers, Clarence J. Hop- 
kins, Clifford McKnight and E. H. 
Marbut, wanted as witnesses for the 
prosecution, as they were reported 
beyond the jurisdiction of the court. 

At the afternoon session of the 
hearing Capt. Helms presented an 
affidavit relating his knowledge of 
the disappearance of these witnesses. 
The petition stated: “Mr. Hopkins 
had been ready to testify and had 
appeared in the courtroom with the 
three other witnesses until the Ree- 
ord began to cartoon each of the 
witnesses in the case daily. Then 
the superintendent of Mr. Hopkins’s 
school advised him not to appear, 
for if he did so it would interfere 
with his future as a teacher in the 
public schools of this city.” 

Capt. Helms further declared in 
his statement: “I believe the same 
influence is keeping the other wit- 
nesses out of the State and since I 
have been accused of playing cards 
every Saturday for more than a year 
and buying intoxicating drinks at 
the club during the progress of 
these games, I feel I should be ac- 
corded the privilege of having these 
witnesses testify to their knowledge 
of the games and my conduct on 
those occasions. 

ASKS CONTINUANCE. 

a only method I can suggest 
to the court is to continue this case 
until after the public schools open 
on January 2, when these men will 
return to the city to teach, so I may 
then have the benefit of their testi- 
mony.” 

Attorney Perry for the defense 
opposed the motion. He asked the 
court for an adjournment until this 
morning, when he would be pre- 
pared to argue against the motion. 
He told the cqurt he felt these wit- 
nesses were not properly called in 
rebuttal, as the defense had never 
introduced any evidence concerning 
the association of Capt. Helms with 
the school teachers.

Mrs. W. A. Law, president of the 
Los Angeles Federation of the 
W.C.T.U., caljed as a witness for the 
prosecution, testified Capt. Helms 
told her he was an abstainer except 
when he took liquor on the advice 
of his physicians. She related an 
incident at one of the meetings of 
the temperance organization when 
Mrs. Celia Noll questioned the cap- 
tain regarding his position on the 
liquor question. Mrs. Law declared 
the captain told Mrs. Noll in her 
presence he did not use intoxicants 
except occasionally during the past 
six years. 

Cross-examined by Attorney Perry, 
Mrs. Law testified the captain never 
explained to her he had used intox- 
wants frequently, as alleged, at the 
Sierra Madre Club, nor that he had 
played card games for the drinks. 

Capt. Helms’s son Jack, a 14-year- 
old youth, and his adopted son John 
Clancy, 20 years old, both testified 
they had seen their father drink 
once or twice. Jack told of his 
father’s return from the club the 
night he is charged with having 
been intoxicated. The boy said his 
father did not tell him of drinking 
blue moons, 


WIFE ON STAND. 


The prosecution called Mrs. Helen 
Osborne Helms, the captain's wife, 
and she told of the two occasions 
she could recall when she had seen 
her husband take alcoholic stimula- 
ting, declaring on both these occa- 
sions she mixed the whisky and 
brandy for him with sweetened su- 
gar as the doctor ordered. 

When Attorney Perry cross-ex- 
amined Mrs. Helms he brought out 
the fact there was a discrepancy as 
to the time of the Sierra Madre Club 
mint julep party. Capt. Helms has 
testified it took place early in April 
after an afternoon in court when his 
duties fatigued him. Each of the 
deputy district attorneys who were 
members of the party declared the 
affair took place after the middle of 
May, and yesterday Mrs. Helms cor- 
roborated them by fixing the time 
from the date of the purchase by the 
captain of the'r new automobile. 

Further cross-examination of Mrs. 
Helms indicated that Capt. Helms 
never told his wife or. his family 
of his alleged playing of cards for 
drinks, or of the nature or quality 
of the intoxicants he is charged with

EXTRADITION REFUSED IN THE 
DENNISON CASE. 


Governor Decides not to Honor 
Requisition Papers from North- 
ern State After Los Angeles_At- 
torney Goes to Capitol and Pre- 
sents Claim of Mistaken Identity. 


Gov. Johnson yesterday, at Sacra- 
mento, declined to honor the requi- 
sition papers issued by the Governor 
of Idaho for the purpose of securing 
the presence there of Dr. R. S. Den- 
nison, wanted for alleged frauds 
amounting to approximately $9500, 
according to statements that have 


been made here. 

The decision of the Governor not 
to honor the requisition was reached 
after Howard E. Reach, an attorney 
of this city, appeared before him and 
made a showing in which he set up 
the claim that this was a case of 
mistaken identity. 

Dr. Dennison was arrested in San 
Bernardino several days ago, and 
was brought to the Los Angeles 
County Jail on the specific charge 
that he had defrauded James Gard- 
ner of Rexburg, Idaho, out of $500 
and had represented himself as the 
accredited agent of the Stock Grow- 
ers’ Bank and Trust Company of 
Pocatello, which was denied in affi- 
davits of officials of that institution. 

Dr. Dennison for some time past 
has been engaged in stock and bond 
sales, but left his customary head- 
quarters in this city about the time 
the deputy sheriffs sought to place 
him under arrest on the Idaho 
charges.

company. His committee, he stated, 
demanded the return of this amount 
to the treasury.

HE PRESIDENT’S HARPOON. 

President Wilson went fishing for the 
labor-union vote last August and he caught 
it. He threw the Adamson law as a bucket 
to catch his whale—and now the whale is 
floundering and spouting and raising a 
mighty rumpus. The whale first seemed 
to think it was wanted for a pet, and for 
that reason it allowed itself to be caught. 
But lo! it now protests that the President 
threw a harpoon into it with his message to 
Congress anent anti-strike legislation. 

The President suggested in his message 
that the railroads belong to the country 
and must be ever at the disposal of the 
country for commercial and military pur 
poses; and he urged Congress to empower 
the Railroad Commission with such author 
ity that a strike of railroad employees could 
not be invoked until after the commission 
had made a just investigation” and used 
its power on behalf of arbitration. 

Is that a reasonable proposal? It would 
seem not to be, judging from the lamenta- 
tions and Jeremiads of the labor-unſon 
standard bearers and newspapers. The 
temperamental Eugene V. Debs is horrified 
and declares that the President's plan 
“would practically outlaw the strike and 
Paralyze the striking machinery of the la- 
bor movement.” 

The idea of burying the bludgeon and 
abiding. by...compulsory arbitration has 
caused old Sam Gompers to strike a heroic 
pose after the manner of Ajax defying the 
lightning; and he hag issued a manifesto 
announcing that the American Federation 


of Labor will fight to the bitter end to cir. 


cumvent the iniquitous proposal to arbi- 
And the Labor Review says that Pres- 
dent Wilson is “pushing humanity back into 


‘slavery and bondage;” and the Labor Her- 


ald bluntly proclaims that “any form of 
compulsory arbitration will be looked upon 
as a stab in the back of labor and labor 
will resent it with all of its power.” Victor 
Berger, erstwhile Socialist Congressman 
from Milwaukee, says that “compulsory ar- 
bitration means continuous trouble and 
slavery.” 

It would seem that the privilege of de- 
stroying property, of striking, of beating in 
the heads of non-union men, of the boycott, 
of walking-delegate despotism has all these 
years been an influence of pacificism and 


enlightenment if to abolish that privilege . 


means, as Mr. Berger avows, “continuous 
trouble and slavery.” 

Gompers is openly defiant. He tells Con- 
gress in so many words: “You may make 
strikes illegal and may make them crim- 
inal, but you are not going to avert strikes 
when strikes are necessary.” 

But there are some labor-union leaders 
who think the proposat is reasonable and 
valuable. General Master Workman Hayes 
of the Knights of Labor calls the Presi- 
dent’s recommendation “wise:” and the La- 


bor World and the National Labor Tribune, | 


both of Pittsburgh, are willing to support 
any plan that will by mediation, concilia- 
tion and arbitration bring about a peaceful 
— of disputes between capital and la- 
Yet the Soclalistic New York Call is 
against it on the ground that it would mean 
class legislation to forbid strikes by rall 
road employees and allow those of other 
industries to strike; but the Call shows no 
disposition to favor the plan, though it 
should be enlarged to suppress all strikes 
of all industries until the fortunes of com- 
pulsory arbitration bad been tried. 

The protests, as might be expected, are 
all voiced by laborite leaders and papers. 
But the New York Tribune is rather cyn- 
ical in observing: “Now that the Presi- 
dentlal election is over and the ‘political 
value’ of the ‘surrender’ to the brotherhoods 
has deen cashed in, it remains for Congress 
to complete the partial settlement of last 
August,” when it ignominiously yielded the 
eight-hour law before the threatening fist 
of Samue] Gompers. | 

The New York Evening Post thinks that 
the President merely seeks “an American 
application of the law which has for years 
worked successfully in Canada: and the 
New York World says that raflroad owners 
tried in vain to buck the country and that 
it would be folly for the railroad brother- 
hood to try to defy Congress, for “the rail- 
road unions must accept their public re 
sponsibilities and discharge their public 
duties. The ‘public-be damned’ business is 
done for on both sides of the lune in railroad 
operation.” 

The Chicago Evening Post declares that 
union labor is yelling before it is hurt. The 
Post says: “This is not compulsory arbt- 
tration; this is not an attempt to make 
strikes illegal. But it is an attempt to con- 
serve in some degree the right of the pub- 
lic to service in the transportation of the 
national arteries. . It will prevent 
wage increases by Adamson law tactics to 
which the railroads have been subjected for 
years past, because if will force those in- 
creases to justify themselves in the sight 
of the public. . . It seems to us the 
part of patriotism and common sense to 


. credit President with good motives in- 
his co and to uphold him in advancing 
upon it.” | 


The rampant laborunion leaders, Ie 
Gompers and Debs, do not want industrial 
ant war because they fatten 
on it. The whole tribe of walking delegates 
are against anything that would put a stop 
to strikes—of course they are—for the rea- 
son that they get all their pickings and 
rakeoffs in times of disturbance. This is 
an allimportant fact which most newspa- 
pers ignore in their discussions of this 
question; but herein you have the real rea- 
son why Gompers, Debs & Co. are shouting 
against the President’s plan of compulsory 
investigation. 


WORD TO YOUNG MEN. 

Because the criminal tendency is in- 
creasing on the part of the youth of our 
land, and because the physica) health and 
moral integrity of young men are more im- 
portant to the State than its politics, sel- 
ences, industries and arts, therefore this 
editorial is written. The Times is not the 


| Organ of any religion or cult and this art! 


cle is not an attempt to sermonize, but is 
intended merely as a suggestion and an 
appeal to young men and to those respon- 
sible for their instruction. With all due 
credit to the churches for the good they 
do, with fitting respect for the leaders of 
religious institutions and reverence for their 
founders, let us admit that neither church- 
lanity, mysticism nor fraternal brotherhoods 
can ever take the place of true thinking, 


honest living and the right education of 
| individuals. It ts the duty of every father 
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to say to his son, It is not my business to 
say what religion you shall embrace nor to 
insist that you shall adopt any creed or 
dogma; but, in the name of common sense, 
give your body and mind a square deal and, 
for your own sake, try to follow the Golden 
Rule in your dealings with all men and 
women.” 

Young men should be taught that the 
greatest men in history have always been 
the best men. The world has had its dar- 
ing soldiers, its masterful inventors, its wiz- 
ards of science and its highbrowed expo 
nents of jofty theories, but for true great- 
ness none of these can be compared for 
one moment with such men as Christ or 
Krishna or Buddha or Confucius. The pro- 
gressive Occident seems best to understand 
and appreciate Chirst, although He was an 
oriental. Oar best laws and institutions 
are founded upon His teachings, and many 
of us consider Him the Divine Messenger 
who came to earth to make us a little better 
acquainted with that staggering mystery 
that men call God. But whether or not any 
of these men were divine, in the commonly- 
accepted meaning of the word, their com- 
mon point of greatness lies in the fact that 
they were good men and that their lives 
and doctrines brought happiness to the hu- 
Man race. It has been lightly asserted that 
these greatest and best men of history were 
either God-mad fanatics or simply insane 
theorists. It is not true. Fanaticism and 
insanity could not found a world ‘religion 
nor preach a Sermon on the Mount any 
more than they could institute a school of 
learning or invent a steamship or lay a 
cable under the sea. Confucius, living sim- 
ply and honestly day by day and exhorting 
his followers to temperance and virtue and 
cleanliness; was one of the wisest of men. 
Buddha, leaving his luxurious palace for 
solitude and meditation in order to become 
master of himself, is a shining example of 
sanity. When men do wrong it is because 
they are blind, because they do not realize 
the results of the laws they break, because 
they do not know the joy of applying righ 
principles to noble purpose. 

There is a great deal of talk as to who 
or what started the war that today is 
drenching the world with blood. One thing 
is certain, and that is that the conditions 
directly responsible for the conflict were 
only. secondary causes and that the motives 
of greed and oppression and race hatred 
which primarily caused those conditions 
were fathered by ignorance and born from 
the womb of darkness. The prayer of men 
should always be for light, for knowledge. 
Yet even the power of knowledge is a neg- 
ative force unless guided by, right principle. 
Money, too, has been called a power, but 
money has no real power unless it is man- 
aged by judicious minds. We no longer 
respect the unprincipled scholar, nor do we 
worship a man merely because he has 
wealth. It is not external conditions but 


inner motives that make our thugs and our 


thieves of high finance. It is greed and 
idleness and dissipation and ignorance. 
Thousands of young men might place in 
black letters over their doors the sign: 
“Lost—My Health and Character,” but the 
sad thought is that their advertisements 


would never be answered. Young men 


should be taught that they are better than 
brutes and that there is a spark within 
them which, if developed, will make them 
real men, but which, left undeveloped may 
leave them less than brutes. The chief 
feature that distinguishes man from the 
brute creation is not his mental qualities 
nor his social instinct. Dogs and elephant 
reason and possess all the passions of men, 
while ants and bees, though lacking in 
that individuality so prized by mankind, are 
still superior to men in thelr social rela- 
tionships. Men belong to a higher order 
than brutes because they possess the moral 
sense. 

If altruism, devotion and the capability 
of conscious sacrifice are not natural quali- 
ties, then man is the happy possessor of 
qualities that are supernatural, for these 
admirable traits ate inherent.in.all men, 
be they civilized or savage. Those philoso-

are seldom, if ever, sane and they are never 
happy. Their philosophy néver quite satis- 
fies either themselves or their followers be- 
cause it appeals to only one part of man's.

Such philosophy is interesting in 
theory; but, weighed in the balance, is 
found wanting. Peace can never come to 
men excepting through temperance, serv- 
ice to their fellow-men and the right exer- 
cise of reason. “Happiness is a flower 
which blooms only on the path to useful- 
ness and is never found by those who seek 
her for herself alone.” 


XAMINATIONS FOR POLITICIANS. 

Lord Milner, speaking before King’s 
College in London, made the remarkable 
argument that there should be university 
examinations for politicians in all countries. 
He said it was unthinkable that absolutely 
untrained men, often peculiarly ignorant of 
world affairs, should legislate upon subjects 
which they had never studied and were not 
competent to pass an opinion upon. 

Certainly the crass ignorance of the aver- 
age politician has had much to do with 
bringing politics into disrepute. One rea- 
son why lawyers are so predominant in 
public affairs and administration is that 
their education tn law and its. concomitant 
subjects fits them better for the arts of gov- 
ernment, 

Every other profession in the world de- 
mands that its followers fit themselves with 
education and study and that they be able 
to pass an exhaustive examination—law- 
vers, doctors, scientists, professors—but in 
the government of the affairs of the country 
any half-educated man who happens to con- 
sider himself eligible is intrusted with the 
greatest of responsibilities, | 

All we require of our politician is the 


and his platform. He does not have to 
prove that he is capable of seeing it through, 
that he has the governmental] mind, ‘the 
ability to study deeply and form wise opin- 
ions. He only has to be able to talk glibly 
and.put up a good argument. Lord Milner 
is of opinion that the politicians of the 
future will be trained for their jobs; will 
pass stiff examinations as in any other 
worthy profession. |

Sweden’s New Canal. 
Sweden, though harassed by a war 
in which she has no part, has com 
pleted and opened the Trollhatta 
Canal, thus giving Lake Wener an 
outlet to the Kattegat and thus to 
the North Sea. The lake is the 
third largest in Burope, having an 
area of 2408 square miles, the north- 
ern half in Svealand and the other 
in Gothland, 150 feet above sea level. 
It has long been connected by canal , 
and smaller lakes with the, Baltic 
on the east, but westward seemed 
more natural way out, seeing 

that its waters, carried by the River 
Gota over the picturesque Trollhat- 
ta Falls, are poured into the Katte- 
gat at Gothenburg. For navigation 
a canal of about twenty miles in 
length was needed, and it has taken 
seven years to build it. The traffic 
will be large and valuable.

There are 2201 people in Japan 
who are worth more than $250,000, 
according to an informal census 
taken recently. As indicating the 
fact that the number of wealthy peo- 
ple {s constantly increasing in Japan, 
it is to be noted that those having 
more than $250,000, or half a mil- 
lion yen, has increased by 1076 since 
the last investigation, made in 1911.

Persia Lacks Forests. 
Except in the provinces bordering 
the Caspian Sea and in Kurdtstan, 
where there is usually sufficient 
rainfall, there are no natural for- 
ests in Persia. On account of the 
lack of transportation facilities all 
the timber consumed in the 
plain of Iran is grown locally by 
irrigation. The trees that one 
learns to associate with every Per- 
sian landscape are the poplar and 
the plane tree, which the Persians 
call the Chenar. 

The plane tree requires very lit- 
tle water, grows quickly, and at- 
tains to an immense size and great 
age. The natural form of plane tree 
is spreading, but the Persians plant 
them in dense rows, and by lopping 
off the branches when young and 
by constant thinning these trees 
grow to a great height. 

The grea of.a cultivated wood Is 
nod not large, the usual size 
being three to six acres. The plane 
tree and the poplar serve for build- 
ing purposes in Persia, as does the 
pine in the United States. Great 
groves of walnut are also grown in 
the north of Persia, the nuts being 
used for food. So scarce and costly 
is wood in Persia that even branches 
and the trees that are removed from 
the groves when the size of a man's 
finger are carefully’ collected and 
transported to towns to be used for 
firewood and for other purposes,

Hermit Near Ontario Takes 
. Arsenic and Dies. 


Leaves a Message for the 
World to Read. 


Thought to Have been Well 
Connected. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

ONTARIO Dec. his 
death was decreed . he fates in 
order that his message for its bet- 
terment may be published through- 
out the world, is the substance of a 
mote which ie the only reason 
ascribed for the evident suicide of 
Ned Montgomery Wellman on No- 
vember 23, last, and whose body 
was found only this evening at his 
lonely ranch home in South Ra- 
mona avenue. 

Discovery of Wellman's body was 
made by R. M. Jordan, his only 
known friend, who drove to the 
Wellman ranch to make a call this 
eveninz. Sheriff J. I. McMinn called 
to investigate, fixed the date of the 
man's death by the fact that the 
newspapers of November 23 are the 
last to have been carried into the 
house, while those of later dates 
were found blowing about the yard. 

By the man’s dead body were 
found two envelopes, one contain- 
ing $100 cash and his will, and the 
other his “message to the world.” 
In his will Wellman directed that 
his ranch go to Jordan on condition 
that he have his body cremated and 
the ashes scattered to the winds or 
on the ocean. Should Jordan re- 
fuse to do this his estate is to go 
to the undertaker in charge or to 
the first person who will carry out 
his wish. Due to the fact that the 
body is in a bad state of decomposi- 
tion, it will probably be impossible 
to carry out the dead man’s wish. 

CAME FROM KANSAS CITY. 


Wellman was 39 years old. Tha 
whereabouts of his relatives is not 
known but Jordan believes a sister 
resides in Kansas City. Jordan had 
known the man six years, having 
made his acquaintance while en 
route West. 

Wellman’s will states emphatically 
that none of his relatives ts to re- 
ceive any of his estate and he scores 
them severely in his “plaint to the 
world.” 

Wellman formerly resided in San 
Francisco, where he was connected 
with the city railway system and he 
was at one time connected with the 
street railway system in Chicago. 

In „message,“ Wellman de- 
clares that “evil suggestion is the 
greatest crime of the world.” He 
goes on to declare that suggestions 
of others, which proved to be evil, 
ruined his life and finally brought 
about his suicide.
